Actually, it was said in the very early minutes of 
the Town Meeting, last Thursday, when retired 
Town Counsel Philip Buzzell, 81, got the mike 
and declared that it must not be construed that 
he was against the building of schools, but he was 


against the taking of homes for that purpose. Mr. 
Buzzell was, it turned out, declaring the sentiment 


of the Town Meeting. 


Over half of the meeting was 


satisfactory”. 

‘The moderator suggested that he 
take time to draft an amendment, 
and there was a proposal that the 
article be laid on the table for 
such a draft. It was voted down,

journ the meeting to August 26 
also failed, Mr, McNamara, 
Chairman of the School Committee 
notified the Town Meeting that the 
School Committee had voted to 
pass over Article 2, if Article 1 
failed. 

‘The Moderator, working with 
‘Al Lani of the School Committee, 
on an informal test of the senti- 
ment of the meeting determined, 
in only a few moments that the 
meeting was in favor of building 
an addition to the High School, but 
without the taking of any homes, 

‘The Town Meeting would not vote 
for the re-troactive payment of 
over-time for the Fire Depart- 
ment. Paul Duggan attempted to 
explain the situation but there 
was too much background noise, 
Everyone was talking to his neigh- 
bor, and Mr. Duggan was talking 
tono one, 

The Town Meeting voted with 
yery litle dlacussion to make the 


Meeting of March 15, 1969 in- 
valid - a bond not now needed for 
sewer construction, and with just 
a little discussion voted to sell a 
piece of land off Parker Street to 
Mr. and Mrs. Ernest Downing 

As it did last March, the Town 
Meeting did in June. when it voted 
in favor of an individual who was 
over 35 years old and wanted to 
join the Police Department.

GOOD KIDS 


Wilmington, as anyone will say, is a 
town of middle-income earners, where 
Mama frequently supplements the family 
income by serving as a waitress or 
typist during certain hours of the day. 
Perhaps this is the reason that some 
Wilmington families are against Double 
Sessions, in school - Mama just wouldn't 
be able to get out and earn the money to 
keep that second car going. 

What happens with that second car? 
Well, on many evenings sonny takes it 
out, and goes down to one of the parking 
lots, where somebody has a few cases 
of beer. Everyone has a good time, a 
few bottles are broken on the pavement, 
and eventually everyone goes home, to 
Mama and Daddy, who have been occupied 
with the color TV in the front room. 

Sometimes there is a little more to the 
tale - somebody gets hardy, and maybe a 
store front window gets broken, or a 
store door. But essentially they are good 
kids, and everybody knows that - Mama, 
Dad and the Kids themselves.

DuPont to locate 
in Wilmington 


Another industrial giant is due 
to locate in the Wilmington In- 
dustrial Park, off Concord Street. 
Owner-developer A.J. Tambone 
of Reading has announced that 
E.1. DuPont de Nemous & Com- 
pany will transfer its refinish 
service operation from Waltham 
to the 185 acre park off Route 
93 in Wilmington. 

Construction is underway on a 
40,000 square foot building and 
the distribution of paint and 
other refinishing products, The 
plans call for it to be ready for 
occupancy in November.

Fora dime, the UPI reports, the US Depart- 


ment of Agriculture will send one a leaflet telling 
how to control marijuana. That is, it can’t be grown 
legally without a license. (Don’t tell anybody.)

A. Daniel Gillis of the Planning 
Board is a Wilmington representative to SILC and was one 
of those present for the discussion, as was Mrs, Madelyn 


McKie of Woburn Street, and Rep. Fred F. Cain. 


Whitcomb told the group that 
no road construction appears pos- 
sible on Route 62 for about ten 
years. The Bedford Engineer, he 
said had worked closely with the 
Mass, DPW in planning relo- 
cations. 

As time goes on, he said, there 
will have to be improvements and 
relocations, His first item in 
this list was the Burlington Ave- 
nue railroad bridge, which he de- 
scribed as ‘‘about to fall down’ 
It will be impossible to replace 
this, Whitcomb said, because of 
the steepness of the grade in Wil- 
mington Square. 

Whitcomb talked at length about 
the scheduling of highways con- 
struction in conjunction with the 
(U.S.) Bureau of Roads. Route 
62 is on the Federal road system. 
for 50% participation in costs, but 
not like the Interstate Highways 
which get 90% participation in 
costs from the Federal govern- 
ment 

All plans for the Interstate 
Highways have to be filed with the 
Bureau of Roads by July 1, 1975 
in order to participate in future 
programs. Sums of money have 
been tentatively allocated to the 
various states, and if a state has 
not enough Interstate programs 
it might have the money trans- 
ferred to the other program with 
50% participation, such as 
Route 62 

Environmental Plans, Whitcomb 
said, were a new factor in road 
planning. An Environmental 
Plan must be made for all newly 
proposed construction. He had 
with him a looseleaf notebook 
8% x 11. which was about I's: 
inches thick. and comprised the 
Environmental Studies for a 6000 
foot piece of proposed highway in 
the Worcester area. 
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ing he did not know, but he again 
mentioned the Burlington Avenue 
bridge as “critical” 

Whitcomb said the Engineering 
Department of the Mass. DPW 
does not consider the Mid-Cir- 
cumferential Highway and Route 
62 to be the same thing. “We 
haven't been doing any engineer- 
ing work on the Mid-Circumfe- 
rential Highway 

(It was the proposal for a Mid- 
Circumferential Highway 
several years ago, to replace 
Route 62, that provided the impe- 
tus to start SILC, when town of- 
ficials became alarmed at the 
prospects, Ed.) 

In Wilmington Whitcomb expects

Environmental Plans are only a 
detail, but they must be checked 
through the various offices in 
Washington, before being ap- 
proved and this can take several 
years to accomplish. 

Plans for new California/U.S 
highways now take 140 months 
to complete (12 years), This. 
Whitcomb said, is the longest 
gap. but the lowest is 100 months 
For Massachusetts, he said, you 
can now figure 10 years to plan 
highways, jobs that used to take 
only a few months, 

With reference to the policy of 
the (Mass. DPW) Commissioner. 
Whitcomb said he always invites 
officials of the communities in to 
inspect plans, before there is a 
public hearing on proposed high 
ways. There are none being 
scheduled now anywhere on 
Route 62 

In what section of Route 62 
there would be a first public hear-

that Route 62 will probably cross 
Route 38 “pretty close to the new 
bridge”. ‘The new bridge. it 
turned out. is not that proposed by 
Rep. Fred Cain to be built from 
the Eames Farm to Main Street 
for Route 129. but a bridge which 
presumably will be south of Wil 
mington Square 

The current plans are shown on 
what is called a “Howard-Needles 
Report” which Mr. Gillis was 
allowed to examine. In conver 
sations between Gillis and Whit 
comb it seemed that the favored 
route would have Route 62 cross 
Route 38 near the Fred Cain 
Garage. 

This is the route that the Wil 
mington Planning Board does not 
want. It prefers, instead. a route 
that would cross Main Street 
north of Wilmington Square. per 
haps even in South Tewksbury 
or perhaps with a new bridge for 
Route 129. 

The engineer doing the Howard. 
Needles report is a Mr. Brook, a 
consultant.

The construction of a concrete 
and earth dam across Mill Pond, 
in Burlington and Woburn, near 
the Wilmington line at Chestnut 
Street. is going to change the 
appearance of things in the south 
part of town 

The pond. which was made for 
the Cummings family of Woburn 
nearly 300 years ago, has provi- 
ded power for an old tannery, in 
Revolutionary days, and ice for 
an old ice house. Beside it was 
located, in Colonial Days. a 
massive pine tree which grew in 
such a shape as to suggest to the 
early Colonials the figure four - 


and hence was called the Figure 
of Four Pine. 

When the Town of Wilmington 
was laid out by the Legislature 
in 1730 the first bound used was 
The Figure of Four Pine. and in 
a sense, it may thus be argued 
that the Town of Wilmington begins 
at that spot. Today there is (tem- 
porarily) no bound of any kind. 
but a granite bound has marked the 
spot of the Figure of Four Pine 
for generations 

Burlington is converting the old 
Mill Pond into a massive reser 
voir, a project which has been 
planned for the past ten years

Lowell Gas Hearing 


The Lowell Gas Company offi- 
cials were well prepared, at a 
hearing held in the State Office 
Building at 100 Cambridge Street 
on June 24th, ‘They had a total of 
ten exhibits. as to why the com: 
pany should be allowed to build a 
“satellite plant and take station’ 
on Woburn Street, near Wildwood 
Street. Their attorney, Norman 
Mason is a former commissioner 
of the State Department of Public 
Utilities. Accompanying Mason 
was George F. Mahoney, Boston 
attorney. and Donald Goodick 
systems engineer for Lowell 
Gas. 

Representing Wilmington was 
the Town Manager, Sterling Mor: 
ris. Selectmen Carl Backman. 
George Boylen and James Miceli 
Zane Bower of the Planning 
Board, Madelyn McKie. Shirley 
Callan, Norinne Markey, Mitzie 
Wolff, Mr. and Mrs, Eugene Ste- 
vens, Clarence Peters and a Mr.

The Wilmington residents report 
that they were alarmed at the 
testimony given by the Lowell 
Gas Company.
